ACTION:  Pinal  regulation. 

SUMMARY :  This  regulation  governs 
the  administration  of  the  Upward 
Bound  Program.  Changes  were  made  In 
the  existing  Interim  regulation  to  ac¬ 
commodate  l^lslative  changes  made  by 
the  Education  Amendments  of  1976, 
Pub.  L.  94-482. 

EFFECTIVE  DATE:  Pursuant  to  Secti(xi 
431(d)  of  the  General  Educatlim  Provi¬ 
sions  Act,  as  amended  (20  UJS.C.  1232 
(d)).  this  regulaticKi  has  been  trans¬ 
mitted  to  the  Congress  concurrently 
with  its  publicaticm  in  the  Federal  Rao- 
isTER.  Section  431(d)  innvldes  that  reg- 
ulaticms  subject  thereto  shall  become  ef¬ 
fective  on  the  fortar-flfth  day  f(dlowing 
the  date  of  such  transmission,  subject 
to  the  provislmis  therein  concerning 
Congresslcmal  action  and  adjournment.

SUPPLEMENTARY  INFORMATION: 
A  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  was 
published  in  the  Federal  Register  of 
February  1.  1977  (42  FR  6078-6083) 
which  amended  the  interim  Upward 
Boimd  regulation  to  accommodate 
changes  made  in  the  program  by  the 
Education  Amendments  of  1976  and  to 
clarify  existing  provisions.  Interested 
persons  were  givoi  thirty  days  in  which 
to  submit  written  ccanments,  siiggestlons, 
or  objections.  The  pubUc  was  also  in¬ 
vited  to  comment  at  the  time  the  interim 
Upward  Bound  regulation  was  published 
in  the  Federal  Register  of  May  14, 1976 
(41  FR  20076-20086).  The  foUowlng  is  a 
summary  of  the  comments  received  on 
the  interim  Upward  Bound  regulation 
and  on  the  Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemak¬ 
ing  and  the  Office  of  Education’s  re- 
spmise  to  the  ccunments. 

1.  S  155.4  Eligible  Project  Participants 

Comment.  One  commenter  suggested 
that  “and”  be  changed  to  “or”  in  para¬ 
graph  (e)  which  stated  that  an  individ¬ 
ual  is  eligible  to  participate  in  a  project  if 
that  individual  “is  trotn  the  target  area 
and  is  attending  a  target  schooL”  since 
veterans  who  are  dropouts  do  not  reenter 
secondary  school  the  fall  sanester  whlc^ 
immediately  follows  participation  in  the 
summer  i^dentlal  component  and 
veterans  must  satisfy  all  requirements 
of  this  section.  The  commenter  felt  not 


to  make  such  a  modification  would  elim¬ 
inate  the  veterans’  comp(xients. 

Response.  Paragraph  (e)  has  been 
modified  acciuTllngly. 

Comment.  Numerous  comments  sug¬ 
gested  that  exemptkms  from  the  age 
limitation  and  the  eligibility  require¬ 
ments  be  provided  few  veterans. 

Response.  No  change  has  been  maiie, 
The  Upward  Bound  Program  is  designed 
to  serve  youths  from  low-incmne  fami¬ 
lies.  Veterans  must  meet  the  same  eligi¬ 
bility  requirements  as  other  project 
participants. 

Comment.  Numerous  commits  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  income  ellglbUlty  re¬ 
quirement  of  8  155.4(c)  -  was  too  restric¬ 
tive  in  high  cost  areas. 

Response.  The  Office  of  Education  has 
adopts  the  standards  for  km-income 
family  level'set  forth  in  the  “Current 
Popuhttlon  RepcHis,'*  Series  P.  Burean 
of  the  Census.  UJS.  Department  of 
Commerce.  These  standards  are  more 
liberal  than  those  which  were  prevloudy 
emiHoyed. 

2.  8 155.5  SxTioixi  Residential.  Aoa- 

DDiic  Year,  and  VkTXRANS’  C(MtPO- 

NBNTS 

Comment.  One  commenter,  on  b^ialf 
of  11  monbers  of  an  advisory  council 
to  an  Upward  Bound  project,  objected 
to  requiring  nonresldential  summer  com¬ 
ponents  to  provide  three  meals  a  day. 
The  c(»nmenter  suggested  that  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  three  meals  a  day  should  be 
required  only  when  Judged  by  the  proj¬ 
ect  director  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  enrollees  and  their  families. 

Response.  No  modification  was  made. 
Participants  in  nonresldential  summer 
ciunponents  are  entitled  to  the  same 
benefits  and  services  as  participants  tn 
summer  residential  compements. 

Comment.  Several  comments  objected 
to  the  residential  requirement  of  the 
summer  residential  component. 

Response.  The  requirement  has  been 
modified  to  permit  up  to  10  percent  of 
the  projects  funded  in  any  fiscal  year  to 
include  applicants  who  have  residoitial 
facilities  but  prefer  nonresldential  proj¬ 
ects.  No  change  has  been  made  in  the 
requirement  that  institutions  without 
residential  facilities  available  to  than 
are  othewise  eligible.  A  requirement  that 
all  nonresldential  projects  must  provide 
three  meals  a  day  has  been  added. 

3.  8  155.8  Funding  Criteria 

Comment.  Several  commenters  raised 
questicxis  regarding  the  type  of  assess¬ 
ment  instruments  which  can  be  employed 
to  determine  growth  in  project  partici¬ 
pants’  academic  skills.  They  objected  to 
the  requirement  oi  8  155.8(c)  (2)  (1)  and 
(11)  that  standardized  tests  be  employed. 

Response.  No  change  has  been  made. 
The  purpose  of  the  Upward  Bound  Pro¬ 
gram  is  the  development  of  skills  and 
motivation  for  success  in  education  be¬ 
yond  high  schooL  Certain  standardized 
tests  are  universally  recognized  as  re¬ 
quirements  for  adml88l<m  to  postsecond¬ 
ary  schools.  The  Office  of  Education  be¬ 


lieves  that  these  tests  are  necessary  in¬ 
dicators  of  the  success  which  a  project 
participant  will  have  in  gaining  admis¬ 
sion  to  postsecondary  schools. 

Comment.  One  comment  suggested 
that  in  evaluating  proposals  under 
8  155.8(d) ,  weights  should  be  assig^ned  to 
each  question  <m  the  application,  rather 
than  to  the  category  under  which  a  group 
of  questions  falls. 

Response.  No  change  has  been  made. 
The  Office  of  Educatiim  believes  that  the 
total  concept,  such  as  project  design, 
diould  be  evaluated  rather  than  the  in¬ 
dividual  parts  of  which  it  is  composed. 

4.  8  165.9  Program  Requirements 

Comment.  Several  commenters  ob¬ 
jected  to  the  requirement  that  a  project 
make  every  effort  to  recruit  a  student 
body  which  refieqts  within  a  ten  percent 
variance  the  ethnic/racial  composition 
of  the  eligible  studmts  who  are  enrolled 
in  target  schools.  In  the  view  of  these 
commenters,  the  requirement  would  pre¬ 
vent  a  project  from  focusing  on  the  needs 
of  a  specific  community. 

Response.  No  change  has  been  made. 
The  purpose  of  this  requirement  is  to 
ensure  that  projects  are  not  designed  to 
serve  an  exclusive  racial  or  ethnic  group 
and  that  recruitment  efforts  are  not  re¬ 
stricted  in  this  regard. 

5.  8  155.11  Allowable  Costs — Stipends 

•  Comment.  Several  comments  sug¬ 
gested  that  the  section  on  allowable 
costs  be  expanded  to  Include  such  terms 
as  medical  expenses  and  gym  clothes. 

Response.  The  section  has  been 
amended  to  Include  Insurance  to  cover 
the  costs  of  an  injury  to  an  enrollee 
while  he  or  she  is  participating  in  a 
project  activity  and  medical  insurance 
for  the  enitdlee  during  full-time  par¬ 
ticipation  in  the  siunmer  residential 
c(mu>onent.  Clothing  is  not  an  allowable 
cost  of  an  Upward  Bound  project. 

In  order  to  clarify  the  existing  pro¬ 
visions,  the  following  changes  were  al.so 
made. 

6.  8  155.6  Eligible  Applicants 

Paragraph  (b)  of  this  section  has  been 
modified  to  require  that  an  agency  must 
be  established  or  designated  prior  to  the 
submission  of  the  application.  The  in¬ 
vestiture  of  re^nslbility  for  admin- 
stering  the  project  in  one  of  the  par¬ 
ticipating  Institutions  or  the  agency 
established  or  designated  by  the  insti- 
tutiqns  shall  also  occur  prior  to  the 
filing  of  an  application  for  funds. 

Modifications  have  been  made 
throughout  the  regulation  to  specify 
income  to  be  the  family  taxable  income. 
Other  technical  and  typographical 
changes  have  also  been  made  in  the 
regulation. 

After  cemsideration  of  all  comments. 
Part  155  of  TlUe  45  of  the  Code  of  Fed¬ 
eral  Regulations  is  amended  to  read  as 
set  forth  below.

§  155.1  Scope  and  purpose— general 
provisions. 

(a)  The  regulati(xi8  in  this  part  gov¬ 
ern  the  administration  of  the  Upward 
Bound  Program.  Services  provided  under 
this  program  are  designed  to  assist  in 
enabling  youths  from  low-income  fam¬ 
ilies  who  have  academic  potential,  but 
who  may  lack  adequate  secondary  school 
preparation,  who  may  be  physlcaUy 
handicapped,  or  who  may  be  disadvan¬ 
taged  because  of  severe  rural  isolation, 
to  enter,  continue,  or  resume  programs 
of  postsecondary  education.  Projects 
under  this  program  shall  generate  skills 
and  motivation  necessary  for  success  in 
education  beyond  high  schooL  Upward 
Bound  projects  provide  a  summer  resi¬ 
dential  program  during  which  partici¬ 
pants  receive  (1)  intensive  instructkm  in 
basic  academic  sklUs,  such  as  reading, 
public  speaking  and  writing,  mathe- 
fhatics  and  science,  (2)  guidance  and 
counseling  with  regard  to  educational 
and  career  opportunities,  and  (3)  a 
c(xnprehensive  counseling  and  enrich¬ 
ment  program  for  the  purpose  of  devel¬ 
oping  creative  thinking,  effective  expres¬ 
sion  and  positive  attitudes  toward  learn¬ 
ing.  Such  projects  also  provide,  during 
the  school  year,  tutoring  and  counsdlng 
servioes.  The  goal  of  the  program  and 
projects  funded  under  this  part  Is  to  In¬ 
crease  the  academic  poformance  and 


motivational  levels  of  eligible  mroUees  so 
that  such  persons  may  complete  second¬ 
ary  school  and  successfully  pursue  post¬ 
secondary  educational  programs. 

(b)  Assistance  provided  under  this 
part  Is  subject  to  applicable  mxivislons 
(xmtained  In  subchapter  A  of  this  chap¬ 
ter  relating  to  fiscal,  administrative,  and 
other  matters  (Ooieral  Provisions  for 
Office  of  Education  Programs — 45  CPR 
100a).

§  155.2  Definitions. 

For  the  purpose  of  this  part: 

(a)  “Act”  means  the  Higher  Education 
Act  of  1965,  M  amended.

(b)  “Academic  potential”  means  a  ca¬ 
pacity  for  success  in  post-secondary 
education  which  is  documented  by  stand¬ 
ardized  measurement  instniments  or 
other  verifiable  indicators  such  as  writ¬ 
ten  recommendations  from  professional 
educators,  counselors  or  employers.

(c)  “Combination  of  Institutions  of 
higher  education”  means  a  group  of  in¬ 
stitutions  ot  higher  education  that  have 
entered  into  a  cooperative  arrangement 
tor  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  a  commim 
objective  or  a  public  or  private  nonprofit 
agency,  organization,  or  institution 
designated  or  created  by  a  group  of  in¬ 
stitutions  of  higher  education  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  a  common  objec¬ 
tive  on  their  behalf.

(d)  “Institution  of  higher  education” 
means  an  educational  institution  as  de¬ 
fined  In  section  1201(a)  of  the  Higher 
Education  Act  ot  1965,  as  ammded.

(e)  “Proprietary  institution  of  higher 
education”  means  an  educational  institu¬ 
tion  as  defined  in  section  491(b)  of  the 
Higher  Education  Act  of  1965,  as 
amended.

(g)  “Target  area”  means  an  area,  hav¬ 
ing  a  high  ccmcentration  of  jrouths  from 
low-income  families,  which  will  be  served 
by  an  Upward  Bound  project.

(h)  “Target  school”  means  a  secondary 
school  which  serves  students  residing  in 
a  target  area.

(1)  “Veteran”  means  a  person  who 
served  in  the  active  military,  naval  or  air 
service  of  the  United  States. 

(88  UB.C.  101(2).) 


(J)  “Youth”  means  a  person  aged  14 
through  27. 

(20  UB.C.  lOTOd — 1070d-l,  unless  otherwise 
noted.) 

§155.3  Project  size. 

(a)  Except  for  National  Dememstra- 
tlon  projects,  each  project  funded  under 
this  part  shall  serve  between  fifty  and 
one  hundred  fifty  pcutlclpants.  Partici¬ 
pants  may  include  students  enrolled  in 
target  schot^  situated  not  more  than  50 
miles  from  the  institution  administering 
the  project,  dropouts  from  such  sec(md- 
ary  schools  and  veterans  residing  within 
the  fifty  mile  radius.  Upward  Bound 
projects  serving  veterans  shall  be  com¬ 
post  exclusively  of  veterans. 

(b)  The  Coinmisl(Xier  may  authorize 
exceptions  to  any  limitations  set  forth 
In  paragrai^  (a)  this  section  if  it  can 
be  shown  that  such  exceptions  will  not 
hinder  the  effectivraess  of  the  project 
nor  prevent  the  Upward  Bound  program 
from  achieving  its  stated  goeds  and 
objectives.

§  155.4  Elifdble  project  participAnls. 

An  individual  is  eligible  to  participate 
in  a  project  funded  under  this  part  if 
such  individual: 

(a)  Is  a  youth  as  defined  in  1 155.2(J) ; 

(b)  Is  a  cltlzm  or  natlmial  ot  the 
United  States,  or  is  in  the  United  States 
for  other  than  a  temporary  purpose  and 
is,  or  intends,  to  become,  a  pennanent 
resident  thereof,  or  is  a  pennanent  resi¬ 
dent  of  the  Trust  Territory  ot  the  Pacific 
Islands: 

(c)  At  the  time  of  initial  selection 
comes  from  a  family  whose  taxable  in¬ 
come  does  not  exceed  the  low-income 
family  level  set  forth  in  the  “Chirrent 
Population  Reports,”  Series  P-60,  Bureau 
of  the  Census,  U.S.  Department  of 
Commerce ; 

(d)  Has  academic  potential  but  is  un- 
llkdy  to  apply  f(H  admlS8l(Hi  to,  or  be 
accepted  f  enrtdlment  In,  an  instltutlcm 
of  post8ec<mdary  education  because  of 
a  lack  of  preparation,  mr  und^'achleve- 
mmt.  (N*  both,  in  secondary  school; 

(e)  Is  from  the  target  area  or  is  at¬ 
tending  a  target  school,  or  is  a  dropout 
from  a  target  scho(^  who  has  committed 
himself  to  re-entering  secondary  school 
in  the  fall  semester  which  immediately 
follows  participation  in  the  summer 
component;  and 

(f )  At  the  time  of  initial  selection  has 
completed  the  first  year  of  secemdary 
school  and,  except  for  veterans,  has  not 
entered  the  twelfth  grade.  For  purposes 
of  this  part,  “secondary  school”  means  a 
school  which  provides  secondary  educa¬ 
tion  as  determined  undo*  State  law  ex¬ 
cept  that  It  does  not  Include  any  educa- 
tkm  provided  beyond  grade  12. 

(g)  A  veteran  Is  eligfl^  to  be  served 
under  this  part  If  Uie  veteran  meets  the 
eligibility  requirements  set  forth  In 
9  155.4  (a)  through  (f).

Notice  of  Proposed  Rulemaking  was  pub¬ 
lished  In  the  FXdkbal  Rsoism  of  Febru¬ 
ary  1.

1.  1 157.2  Daframoua 

Comment.  One  conunenter  felt  that 
the  definition  of  “deprived  economic 
backgrouncT*  In  paragn^  (2)  (f)  of  this 
sectloa  was  confusing  aiKi  misleading. 
This  conunenter  suggested  that  a  re¬ 
quired  income  level  be  defined  and  set 
forth  In  the  regulation  and  that  this  defi¬ 
nition  should  include  such  Items  as  vet- 
ersas*  benefits  and  unemployment  com¬ 
pensation. 

Retjyonse.  No  modlflcatian  has  been 
made  to  tiie  definition  of  “deprived  eco¬ 
nomic  backgronnd“  since  this  Is  a  defini¬ 
tion  of  a  condition  rather  than  a  defini¬ 
tion  oi  low-income.

2.  1 157.7  PsosasM  RxqamxiaarTS 

Comment.  Several  commenten  Indi¬ 
cated  that  the  pr(^;>08ed  regxxlatlon  did 
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not  clearly  identify  the  individuals  for 
whom  projects  must  be  designed. 

Response.  Paragraph  (a)  has  been 
modified  to  make  it  clear  that  projects 
may  be  designed  for  any  one  of  three 
groups:  (1)  Youths  from  low-lncmne 
families  who  have  academic  potential 
but  who  lack  adequate  secondary  prepa¬ 
ration.  (2)  youths  from  low-inc(Hne  fam- 
ilies  who  ^ve  academic  potential  but 
who  are  physk^Uy  handicai^)ed.  and  (3) 
youths  fnxn  low-income  families  who 
have  academic  potential  but  who  are  dis¬ 
advantaged  because  of  severe  rural  iso¬ 
lation.  This  section  identifies  the  groups 
for  whom  projects  must  be  designed. 
Section  157.3  (Eligible  Project  Partici¬ 
pants)  sets  forth  the  eligibility  criteria 
for  students  who  receive  project  services. 

4.  §  157.13  Student  Records 

Comment.  One  commenter  suggested 
that  paragraph  (b)(2)  of  this  section 
^ould  be  deleted  since  outdated  high 
school  records  and  test  scores  are  often 
misleading. 

Response.  No  modification  has  been 
made.  The  regulation  requires  that  the 
students*  academic  and  other  needs  be 
assessed  at  the  time  of  selection  for  the 
project.  The  high  school  records,  only 
one  Indicator  of  the  students’  perform¬ 
ance.  should  be  compared  with,  and 
evaluated  in  light  of.  the  results  of  the 
needs  assessment.  All  of  these  documents 
provide  a  baseline  for  measiuing  the 
students’  progress  while  being  served  by 
the  project.  We  recognize  that  high 
school  records  of  persons  recently  grad¬ 
uated  from  high  school  are  ot-  greater 
use  than  those  oi  students  who  have  been 
out  of  high  school  for  several  years.
